“The Dawn,” missing 
plane of Mrs. Frances Wilson Gray- 
son, Was carried on today by the 
Cestroyers Sturtevant and Mahan 
on a line from Cape Cod to Sable 
island, off the eastern coast f 
Nova Scotia. The vessels covercd 
a lane 32 miles wide. 

The Sturtevant steamed through 
the night at a speed of 20 -::nots 
and at 6 o’clock this morning 
joined the Mahan, 
ceded her. The Sturtevant left the 
Koston navy yard late yesterday 
The Mahan had started 
two hours earlier trom Province- 
tuwn, where the destroyer had been 
on duty with the S-4 salvage ficet. 

The visibility on each side of the 
two ships today was ‘ght miles 
They were steaming on parallel 
courses 16 miles apart. 

The positiun of the Sturtevant at 
6 o’clock was longitude 66 West, 
latitude 42.56 north, Or approxi- 
mately 230 miles from Sable Island, 
at a 20-knot speed the vessels 
-hould reach Sable Island by 
nightfall. 

The sea was very calm. 

At the Sturtevant passed 
to the southward of La Have 
Banks, sighting a number of fish- 
ing vessels. These had received no 
report of the missing plane. 

Commander It. R. Stewart said 
that the destroyer by tonight would 
be close to Sable Island within the 
area indicated by the Sunday night 
radio message supposed to  haye 
come from the Dawn and picked 
up at the Government radio 
tion on the island. 

At daybreak tomorrow the ves. 
will start to cover an area oV 
miles south of Sable Island, and 
additional area to cover the 
driftage before 
the zone north of the island. 

If the plane is to the northwar4 
it will be p&ssing gradually beyou 
the fishing grounds and toward the 
open Atlantic. The currents and 
prevailing winds at this season are 
from north to south.

Berger, Los Angeles ex. usition pro- 
moter, and witness for George RKe- 
nus, was sentenced to 10 days in 
jail and fined $250 and costs, arfd 
crdered in immediate custody of 
the Sheriff, by Judge Chester R. 
Shook today for contempt of court 
in presenting a petition signed by 
the Remus murder trial Jurors 
seeking to have a_ perjury indict- 
ment against him dismissed. 

TWe Judge's action followed the 
receipt by the Court of apologies 
from all the jurors, who withdrew 
their names from the petition. 

Summoned before Judge Shook, 
the jurors filed one by one to the 
witness stand and made apologies 
to the Court.

Juror Joseph Lambert said. “You 
are the last person I would want 
to insult, your bonor.” 

“This is not a personal matter,” 
Judge Shook replied. “by striking 
at this court you strike at ‘all 
courts.”’ é 

The acts of three members of the 
jury and of William, Hardig. chauf- 
feur for Berger. in connection with 
the petition, were referred to a 
committee of the Cincinnat! Bar 
Association by Judge Shook. The 
jurors named by the Judge were 
John Trautman, Robert Hosford 
and Harry Boyd, the ltatter fore- 
man of the jury. 

The three jurors were named for 
the investigation, Judge Shook ex- 
plained, because the Court undér- 
stood they went to jall to sign the 
Berger petition and thelr names 
appeared as the first three in the 
signatures 

Calls Action “Stupidity.” 

Pointing to the assertion of Jo- 
seph Lambert that he signed the 
paper in a moment of “ignorant 
stupidity.” Judge Shook said, “that 
was characteristic of the actions of 
ali.”’ 

Judge Shook excused the rematin- 
ing nine jurors temporarily. but tn- 
formed them they would be sublect 
fo call at any time. He tofd § the 
jurors that he “did not believe” e@r- 
tain of their statements to him, ea. 
pecially with reference to deniais 
of statements made to neowspnrer 
men. 

Judge Shook, with the jury gath- 
ered around him, opened court 
with a lecture on the significance 
of the petition, which expressed 
the jury’s belief in the truthfulness 
of Berger's testimony and asked 
that the perjury indictment ob- 
tained by the State's Attorneys be 
nolled.

paper correspondents, followed. 
The caravan took ea roundabout 
route to the jail and attracted Httle 
attention as it arrived at 10:15. 

Streets around the entrance to 
the tunnel into the county jail were 
lined with curious persons, but 
there was no demonstration. 

Crowd Cheers Captors. _ 

At Glendale, a suburb, a crowd 
of about 1900 persons gathered at 
the side of the train and gave an 
ovation to the two captors of Hick- 
man, Chief of Police Tom Gurdane 
and State Traffic Officer Buck 
Lieuallen of Pendleton, Ore, 

Less than two hours after his ar- 
rival in Los Angeles, Hickman was 
brought tnto court today for ar- 
raignment. Judge Carlos Hardy of 
the Superior Court, presiding, con- 
tinued the case until 2 p. m. Thurs- 
day. 

Judge Hardy ordered postpone» 
ment of the arraignment on mo- 
tion of District Attorney Keyes, 
who said that he had been in- 
formed by telegram from -Hick- 
man’s mother that a Kansas City 
M&torney was on the way to Dos 
Angeles to defend the boy. 


Hickman showed no emotion. 
The court proceeding waa brief.

The Christmas eve receipts of the —

Sergius Sazonoff Held Office 
When World War Started 
in 19174,

NICE, France, Dec. 26.—Sergius 
'Sazonoff, once Foreign Minister of 
the overthrown Russian Empire, 


died here Sunday. 


Sergius Sazonoff was Foreign 
Minister under the Czar when the 
World War started in 1914 He 
retained the post until 1916, when 
he resigned because of il] health, 
Throughout his public career, 
which took him to Rome as Mini- 
ster of the country revolutionary 


Omsk government after the Oc- 
tober revolution in 1917. He ope 
posed recoginition’ of the Bolshe- | 
viki at Versailles and at Geneva, 
even protesting against feeding 


after the destruction of much of . 
Russia's wealth in civil war. 

The Bolsheviki in turn publish- ° 
ed foreign documents intended to 
injure him. He was accused of 
having blamed Russia’s ally, : 
France, for starting the war, of 
having refused French mediation 
when Germany was mobilizing in 
that fateful August. and. even to 
have shared in starting the war. 
He denied these charges, particy- 
larly the charge that Russia had 
started the war. 
| In January, 1917, Sazonoff was 
| apponinted Ambassador to Eng- 
land, but was recalled just on the 
'eve of his departure for London. 
The Czar was overthrown shortly 
afterward. 

Sazonoff's first diplomatic post 
was Councillor to the Russian Em- . 
bassy in London. From there be ° 
went to Rome, whre he remained 
until he was called to St. Peters- . 
burg as Foreign Minister, in 1919. 
just at that time the Kaiser bad 
given up the idea of drawing Rus- 
‘sia into an alliance against France . 
and Britain. . 

Born in 1866 of a great land- 
owning family, and devoted to the 
monarehy. Sazonoff nevertheless © 
was a proponent of many reforms. 
Among them he belleved in win- 
ning the Poles by giving them real 
home rule. He brought the Czar 
to this point of view, but at the — 
expense of his post, for the Em- - 
press Alexandra, then under the ' 
influence of the monk Rasputin, — 
brought pressure to bear on the. 
Czar that resulted in Sazonoff's - 
resignation as Foreign Minister, - :
